Husbaad Says it is Not Decided 


He and His Wife Will 


Separate. 


The announcement in THE AGE 
Monday evening that George W. Hel- 
ter had brought suit against Judge 
Thomas C. Roche for $20,000 on 'the 
claim that Roche had stolen Mrs. Hel- 
ter's affections created a profound 
sensation in Coshocton. 
Never per- 
haps has any occurrence been 
the 
cause of more conversation than the 
filing of the suit. 


Rumor has been busy since last 
Thursday and the suit was not 'a sur- 
prise to a great many people. On that 
day Helter discussed the affair with 
several persons and told them he had 
left the matter in the hands of At- 
torney S. H. Nicholas. 
He did not 
know Saturday afternoon what action 
he would take but the petition shows 
he decided on his course soon after 
that time. - 
Helter was for a number of years 
the agent of a buggy manufacturing 
concern and made Coshocton his head- 
quarter. He lived in a quiet way with 
his wife who is pretty and prepossess- 
ing. When he went west it was to 
sell buggies, and he was employed at 
that work until a short time before he 
returned to Coshocton. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar in Indiana, and 
says Indianapolis is his headquarters. 
When he reached home, he says, lie 
learned of the alleged miscond uct of his 
wife, and they discussed the matter ai. 
length. * Portions of the conversation 
were repeated by Helter to several 
persons; Saturday afternoon. 
At 
length she made-a statement im- 
plicating Judge 
Roche that was 
reduced to writing, and Helter had 
it in his possession. The contents o 
the document are known to few per 
sons. 
Helter and his wife evidently reach 
ed some conclusion regarding tbei 
future relations on Saturday for he 
escorted her to the Pan Handle pas 
senger station and put her on the af 
lernoon train for Port Washington 
where her mather resides. 
Helter 


afterward made the statement tha 
he could not say whether the separa 
tien would be permanent. Heseemec 
much distressed, and although he had 
the statement made by wife he 
not decided to bring suit. 
Judge Roche claims there is another 


side to this sensational story. He says 
that Helter and his wife went to him in 
the courthouse and offered to settle 
the whole matter and drop it for a 
consideration

$500 
cash 
and 
the appointment 
of Helter to a 
place 
on 
the 
county 
board of 
teachers' examiners. 
Judge Roche 
says he refused- the offer and let 
events take what course they would. 
Judge Roche declares-the suit and 
the stories in circulation make up a 
conspiracy against him and that there 
is no truth whatever in the state- 
ments. 
He read the petition after it 
had been filed in the otlice of the 
clerk of courts and asked lea veto copy 
it. He said at that time that many 
members of the bar had offered to de- 
fend the 
action for him without 
compensation. 
The story spread quickly beyond the 


confines of Coshocton, particularly to 
Tuscarawas county where Helter and 
his wife are well known. Of them 
the Uhrichsville Chronicle of Monday 
evening says: 
"Both Mr. and Mrs. Helter are well 


known here, Tuscarawas being their 
native county. Mr. Helter's boyhood 
was passed near Gnadenhutten, and 
his wife lived near Port Washington. 
She Is a daughter of JoelStocker, and 
her family are good people. The two 
grew up, became aquainted and were 
married in this county. 
Both were 
teachers." 


MINERS ASSESSED 


To Support Members of the Organization 


Who Are Not Working. 


-For the first time in several years a 
general assessment on the miners of 
Ohio to support their fellow workmen 
who are involved in strikes has: been 
Orcl£r**£l. 


The interstate conference of miners 
and operators held in Columbus last 
February disposed of questions of a 
national character and left all local 
problems to be settled by the district 
officials.A number of these have arisen 
in Ohio and at times it seemed the en- 
tire state would be involved! in a 
strike.

and ., forbearance 
onii the 
part of the miners, the majority of

the numerous controversies have;been 
settled except ten. 
Efforts at these 
mines have been in vain, and the mi ti- 
ers are still idle. In order to support 
those who are on a strike, the state 
executive board has ordered a general 
assessment of two per cent oh:- the 
fross earnings of all members of 'Dis- 
trict No. C of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, which includes Ohio 
and the Panhandle of West Virginia. 
The assessment.will be in force on and 
after June 1.

THE PEOPLE WILL VOTE ON IT 


Nellie art Warsaw Are the Points Suggest- 


ed For Ine Gathering of Pupils 


From Seven Districts. 


The question of centralizing the 
schools of Jefferson township and do- 
ing away with district schools is being 
discussed at great length in tbat part 
of the county. The board of educa- 
tion 
have decided to let the peo- 
ple settle It »t the ballot box, but the 
date for the election nas not been set. 
It will announced in a short time. 
The Walhonding river flowing from 
west to east divides the township al- 
most in the center. In the northern 
half are located the school districts 
known as Turk Hill, Flat Rock. Dar- 
ling Bun andWarsaw while the south- 
ern is made up of Elder. Flint Hill 
and Mohawk. Each district has its 
schoolhouse and teacher, seven in all, 
with two in Warsaw. 
The claimants 


for centralization say that 
pupils 
are scarce 
in 
the 
majority of 
districts, not exceeding 12 to 15, while 
in the larger districts out of Warsaw 
the attendance does not go beyond 30 
or 35. They argue that if these chil- 
dren were-gathered into one school 
building cr even two it would mean 
better 
opportunities for education 
and would not cost more, perhaps less, 
than the system now in use. 
Profes- 
sor Bonebrake. Ohio's commissioner 
of public schools, has been notified of 
the movement and urges that the ex- 
periment be tried. 
The plan proposed is to have a build- 
ing at Nellie for the accommodation 
of those pupils who live in the west- 
ern part of the township, and to use 
the Warsaw building for those from 
the east. This would mean a division 
of the township not by the river but 
by a line running north and south. 
-The Perry Darling bridge 
would 
allow pupils to cross the Walhonding 
and reach school whether at Nellie or 
Warsaw, without much • inconven- 
ience. It would be necessary to erect 
a building at Nellie but the Warsaw 
building could be used for the eastern 
half since it is believed to be large 
enough for that part of the township. 
Some objection is made to Warsaw be- 
cause partips living in the cpuntry do 
not want their children to go to 
school in a town where there are sa- 
loons. A building at Harrington is 
suggested as a compromise proposi- 
tion.

eral years, waa solved by a voluntary 
confession from Mrs. Lulu I. Bonlne, 
married, and. a guest at the house. 


Mrs. Bonine says she fired the shots 


which ended Ayres' life. Mrs. Bonlne, 
whose husband is a salesman for a 
wholesale drug house la Chicago, ex- 
plained her presence in Ayres' room 
at 2 o'clock in the morning by Baying 
Ayres came to her room complaining 
of a chill 'and asking for medicine, 
and Induced her to follow him to his 
room to talk over some matters ot 
difference there had been between 
them. She snid she dressed herself 
in a wrapper and went to hia room. He 
preceded her and when she opened 
the door and walked In he quickly 
closed it and informed her he had en- 
ticed her to his room for his own pur- 
poses, and said If she did not submit 
to his wishes he would kill her. Ayres, 
she said. had. a revolver in his hand, 
and in a struggle for its possession, 
which ensued immediately after she 
entered, it was discharged 
three 


times, each shot striking Ayres, the 
last shot proving fatal. 


Mrs. Bonine's confession was en- 


tirely voluntary. * She telephoned for 
Major Sylvester, chief of_ police, say- 
ing she was coming to his office, and 
the app'eare'd there a few minutes 
afterwards. 
When she reached the 


office she said she had a statement 
which' she wished to make. She was 
entirely self-possessed and did not 
manifest either past or present ex- 
citement. Mrs. Bonine says that after 
lie shooting she passed through the 
windows of Ayres' room onto and 
down the fire escape ladder and en- 
:ered the parlor window of the second 
loor, passed through the parlor and 
jack up the stairway of the hotel to 
ler own room on the fourth floor. She 
:hen washed her hands, .undressed 
and retired. After she had concluded 
her statement she was placed under 
arrest and sent to house of detention. 


Jealous nusbanu Killed. 


Evansville, Ind., May 21. — John L. 


Jones shot and killed Thomas Keane 
In the presence of Keane's wife. Mrs. 
Keane is bookkeeper in Jones' depart- 
ment*tore. Keane went to the store 
and began to abuse her, when Jones 
Interfered: Keane pulled a pistol and 
Jones also drew his and shot Keane 
in the -heart, who fell dead at his 
wife's feet. Jones gave himself up. 
At the preliminary hearing Jones was 
bound over to court under 
$3,000 


bond. Jones is a prominent merchant 
and owns stores in 10 different cities. 
Keane was separated from his wife 
at Cairo, Ills:, two years ago. 
Keane 


was Jealous of Jones and, it is assert- 
ed, often threatened his life. 


Defended His Wife. 


Logansport, Ind., May 2i.— Guy Da- 


vidson, a carpenter, was shot and fa- 
tally wounded by Charles Michaels at 
the latter's home, six miles north of 
the city. Michaels some time 'ago 
married Davidson's divorced wife and 
Davidson then made threats against 
her life. He went to Michaels' home 
armed with revolvers, with avowed 
intention of killing his former wife. 
Michaels had been warned and when 
Davidson entered the yard fired at 
him with a shotgun through the win- 
dow, inflicting injuries from which he 
will die. Davidson was brought to the 
hospital and Michaels came to the 
city and surrendered to the police. 


Hillmon Case Again. 


Washington, May 21. — The supreme 


court granted the petition of the Con- 
necticut Life Insurance company for 
a writ of certiorari to the United 
States circuit court of appeals to 
bring the celebrated suit against the 
company Mrs. SalHe E. Hillmon Into 
court for review.

War Department Urged to Cultivate 


Habit* of Total Abstinence Amonjj 
the jSoldlers—Othc-r Reports Favor 
Closing I'au-Aiuerlcuu Gates Sun- 
d»ya and Object to Sunday Papers. 
Philadelphia, May 21.—The annual 


reports of the eight church hoards 
were submitted to the Presbyterian 
general assembly, and three of them, 
ministerial relief, education and freed- 
men, with reports of their standing 
committees, were disposed of. 
TJie 


others were taken up today and will 
be finished Wednesday, -when it is ex- 
pected the deck will be clear for the 
discussion of the revision committee's 
report, which is the special order for 
Thursday. A resolution was adopted 
deprecating the action of the directors 
of the Pan-American exposition in 
opening the gates Sunday and earn- 
estly urging the closing of the expo- 
sition that day. The special commit- 
tee on Sabbath observance protested 
against the publication of Sunday 
newspapers and all use of the Lord s 
day for business purposes or commer- 
cial interests. 


The report of the permanent com- 


mittee on temperance calls attention 
to the abolition of the army canteen. 
The- report states in part: "On the 
side of the army saloon -were quoted 
some ministers, archbishops aiiS bish- 
ops. Over against these Senator Gal- 
linger quoted the testimony of your 
committee, that an almost unanimous 
vote bad-been given against the beer 
canteen by the general assembly of 
the Presbyterian church, representing 
1,000,000 communicants and approxi- 
mately 3,000,000 adherents." The com- 
mittee suggests that the government 
establish some substitute for the can- 
teen. "Measures should be sought 
both from national and state legisla- 
tion for the protection of our soldiers 
and veterans from the saloon traps 
set so thickly around the entrance to 
army posts and soldiers homes," says 
the report. "And -why should not our 
•war department devote some effort, 
as the British government is most as- 
siduously doing, to the cultivation of 
habits of total" abstinence among our 
soldiers?"

"West Point, Miss., May 20.—In Cum-

Hospital For Consumptives. 


"Washington, May 21. — The latest 


reports concerning the hospital for 
consumptives, which, was instituted 
under the direction of Surgeon Gen- 
eral Sternberg of the army at ,Fort 
Bayard, N. M., about a year ago, show 
that there are 149 patients undergoing 
treatment there. This is tho only es- 
tablishment of its kind in the country 
devoted to military and ex-military- 
patients. A number of patients so 
closely approached complete recovery 
that they were discharged and sent 
back to their duties, and a majority 
have shown marked improvement. 
While the hospital is for the /use of 
the 
army, discharged soldiers are 


kept on the rolls of tho institution 
and may continue to take the treat- 
ment as long as they desire. Of the 
149 patients-mentioned G4 are soldiers 
•who have been dischnrged from army.

had its beginning in Buddhism, a Bud 
dnist priest, it is said, having been cre- 
mated at Shmshu 1,200 years ago. In 
1870 police oi-deis were issued regulating 
the practice of cremation, and today in 
the environs of Tokyo alone there are 
seven crematories. According to the au- 
thority quoted, cremation is accomplished 
in less time in Japan than in other coun- 
tries.
